I\Iy  Lords  AxND  Gentlemen, 

1 luive  the  honour  to  present  the  Fliiiteenth  Annual 
Report  dealing  with  the  Medical  Inspection  and 
d reatrnent  of  School  Children  within  the  Area  of  the 
Last  Riding  Lducation  Authorit\'  during  the  year  1920. 

riie  year  under  review  is  the  first  since  the 
commencement  of  the  Whir,  in  which  the  Board  of 
Lducation  reijuired  the  examination  of  that  group  of 
children  known  as  “ Ifntrants,”  i.c.,  those'  railing 
children  below  the  age  of  8 rears.  In  order  to  carrr- 
out  this  instruction  of  the  Board,  the  ap|)ointment  of 
an  additional  Assistant  School  Medical  InspiaTor  rras 
necessary,  and  sanction  was  obtained  for  tlie  appoint- 
ment of  Miss  Ifvelrm  L)avidson,  1>.M.S.  She 
commenced  her  duties  on  the  5th  |uly,  1920. 

riie  appointment  of  a School  Dental  Officer  rrais 
sanctioned  in  1919,  btit  no  appointment  could  be  made 
for  rvant  of  a|){)hcants.  Ifarlv  in  the  rear,  Mr.  )ames 
liar  ris,  l^.D.S.,  R.C.S.,  accepted  the  appointment,  and 
commenced  his  duties  on  the  9th  hii^ruarr'. 

At  the  recjuest  of  tlie  Board  of  lducation  this 
jxeport  is  set  out  under  somewhat  different  headings 
than  in  former  rears,  and  in  addition  the  statistical 
tables  have  been  re-modelled. 
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A circular  letter  (number  1153)  was  received  from 
tlie  Hoard  of  lAlucation  intimating  that  an  Order  liad 
been  made  fixing  the  1st  April,  1920,  as  the  appointed 
da\'  on  whic'h  Section  18  of  tlie  h.ducation  ^\('t,  1918, 
relating  to  the  Medical  Inspection  of  Children  attending 
Secondarx’  and  Continuation  Schools  under  the  contiol 
of  the  J.ocal  lAlucalion  Autliority,  should  be  brought 
into  full  operation.  d'his  work  has  been  commenced  in 
three  of  the  Secondary  Schools  in  the  Riding.

SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

d'he  Schools  in  the  Area  of  the  Ifast  Riding 
education  Authority  arc  almost  entirely  small  village 
Schools,  and  onh'  a few  arc^  in  towns  which  have  a 
public  water  supplx^  and  lighting.  In  consequence,  the 
i)est  arrangements  that  can  be  made  from  a sanitary 
}:njint  of  view  are  put  into  ])ractice. 

Actualh'  70  per  cent,  of  the  Schools  have  less  than 
100  children  on  the  Roll. 

dhic  Schools,  with  a few  exceptions,  are  well 
situated  away  from  road  traffic.  In  a number  of  cases 
ihe  Schoolhouse  either  adjoins  the  School  buildings  or 
is  built  within  the  School  grounds.  The  playgrounds 
are  either  asphalted,  cemented,  or  covered  with  gravel 
or  cinder  ash.  d'he  larger,  newly  built  Schools,  have 
a part  of  the  playground  covered,  and  in  additiem,  are 
p/rovided  with  Si'hool  gardens. 


’The  vcnlilalion  is  by  means  of  windows,  nsiiallx' 
supplemented  by  wall  inlets,  and  in  addition  an  outlet 
in  the  roof  is  nearly  alwaws  jmesent.  In  the  more 
recently  erected  Schools  the  windows  have  been  provided 
with  excellent  Hopper  ventilation.  None  of  the  vSchools 
are  large  enough  t(,)  suggest  having  an)'  mechanical 
system  of  ventilation  even  if  thotiglu  advisable. 

I'he  Cjuestion  of  artiheial  lighting  does  not  arise,  as 
the  Schools  cl(-)se  as  earlv  as  half-past  three  during  the 
winter  months  in  order  that  small  children  may  reach 
home  before  dark.  The  natural  lighting  of  the  Schools 
is  satisfactory  so  far  as  the  proportion  of  window^  to 
lloor  space  is  concerned,  and  the  desks  can  ahvays  be 
arranged  to  avoid  compelling  the  scholars  to  sit  with 
their  backs  to  tire  light  unless  there  is  an  additional 
source  of  light  on  either  the  right  or  lift  hand. 

Open  fireplaces  are  most  frequently  tised,  wdth 
sometimes  open  or  closed  stoves. 

Hot  water  pipes  are  only  in  use  in  the  larger  Schools 
unless,  as  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  small  Schools,  an 
open  fireplace  is  used  iir  combination  ^vith  a low' 
pressure  radiator.  d'his  combination  appears  to  be 
ciuite  satisfactory,  especially  for  infants’  departments, 
as  the  open  fireplace  alone  is  not  sufficient  to  adequately 
w'arm  a classroom  even  with  all  ventilators  closed. 

\Trv  few’  of  the  old  type  long  desks  now’  remain 
in  the  Schools,  d'hev  have  been  gradtialh’  rejilaced  by 
dual  and  single  desks.  Slates  are  also  obsolete  in  most 
of  the  Infants’  classes,  and  none  are  issued  bv  the 
Authority.  In  the  majority  of  the  Si'hools  a bag  is 
given  to  each  Scholar  upon  admission  in  which  the 
child’s  books,  pencils,  etc.,  are  kept.  Wdienever  op])or- 
tunity  arises  blackboards  have  been  built  into  the  w'alls 
of  the  classrooms  so  as  to  avoid  making  use  of  st<ands, 
thus  economising  in  floor  space. 

Where  possible  w’ater  is  laid  on  from  the  public 
supply,  but  the  majority  of  the  Schools  are  compelled 
to  use  w’ell  waiter  or  to  store  rainwater.  Methods  for 
the  disposal  of  excreta  include  privv,  with  midden,  or 
the  pail  system,  and  those  Schools  w’hich  have  a public 
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water  siijiplv  ar(‘  ]')r()vi(le(l  willi  water  ('losels.  Gener- 
ally speaking’  the  oiitbiiilclin^s  are  in  a ^'ood  state  of 
repair,  and  are  kept  in  a sanitar\^  ('ondition . All  the 
Schools  are  supplied  with  Disinfee'tant . Arrangements 
have  been  made'  for  the  disposal  of  refuse'  fre)m  all  the 
Ge)uncil  Se'hools. 

Ih'operlv  e'ejuippe'd  lavatories  have  been  installed  in 
Se'hools  that  have'  a publie'  ^^■ateu■  sup))l\-  ; elsewhere,  a 
washstanel  is  usualK'  provieled. 

ddu'  e'loak'i'oom  ae'e'ommodation  is  far  fre)m  satis- 
fae'(or\',  e'xe'epi  in  ne'w  h'-buih  or  re-me)delled  vSche^ols. 
in  these,  provisi('n  is  made'  for  the  elrvin^  of  the 
children's  e'le)thin^'  and  boots  bv  means  e)f  hot  water 
pipes,  anel  plent\'  of  space  is  ])re)vided  l)etween  tlie 
numbereel  hat-pe,q‘s.  In  the  smaller  Schools,  unfortun- 
atelv,  oidA'  the  porch,  with  its  attenelant  drawbacks,  is 
available  as  a cloakroom. 

ddie  state  of  the  Schoe)ls  as  reg'ards  ^‘eneral  cleanli- 
ness is  usualb’  ,i4'ood,  anel  should  cause  for 

ce)mplaint  if  the  Ileael  beachers  wWl  supervise  it,  for 
the  School  Cdccaners  are  not  underpaid. 

One  new  Schoe)I  was  erected  at  Withernsea  during- 
the  \'ear.  It  is  a temporary  buileling,  or  rather  e)ne 
built  of  six  re-moelelled  army  huts.  It  has  acceemmexla- 
tion  fe)r  nearly  3e)ej  scholars  in  <S  e'lassre)oms,  te^gether 
with  a Lal)orator\',  W'orkslu)]:)  anel  Assembh'  Hall.  It 
is  heated  bv  low  pressure  hot  water  system  throughout, 
and  each  classroe)m  has  crevss  vent ilatie')n . 

An  additional  classroe^m  and  wemkshop  has  also 
been  built  at  the  Howden  Council  Schoeel. 

The  folle)wing  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
at  Pre)vieled  Scheeols  : — 

Renewal  of  playground  surfaces  at  Rarlby, 
l^oggathempe,  Howden,  Norton,  W^old  Ne\vte)n. 

Improvements  eef  the  Ideating  Apparatus  at  Rarlby, 
Driffield,  Pockdington,  Withernsea,  \\"old

And  minor  repairs  have  been  made  at  Rubwith 
(leacher’s  House),  Alarton,  WAllingfen,

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MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

T he  detailed  arrangements  for  the  carrying  out  of 
the  work  of  medical  inspection  has  not  diftered  from 
those  in  previous  yr^ars. 

The  Head  I'eachers  are  given  about  fourteen  days’ 
mjtice  of  tlu^  routine  inspection  in  order  that  they  ma}^ 
have  time  to  jDrepare  tiu'  cards  and  notih'  the  ])arents 
of  the  children  to  be  examined.  Ihxcej^t  in  those  \er}' 
small  Scliools,  consisting  of  one  classroom  onl)x  the 
examination  itself  is  lu*ld  in  the  Sch(,)ol.  Wdien  (.)ther 
arrangements  are  necessaiy*  these  are  made  bv  the  Head 
readier,  who  usuallx  allows  the  Inspector  to  use  a room 
in  the  Schoolhouse. 

h'h(‘  age  groipis  wiiich  have  beim  inspected  are 
specified  by  the  Hoard  of  Ifduca.tion,  i.i\,  ihitrants, 
Intermediate  Hroup,  aged  cS  years,  Lea\'ers  and  Specials. 
(I 'or  statistics  see  Fabh*  I.).  In  addition  to  those 
examimxl  at  these  routine  inspixrtions  a number  of 
children  ha\'e,  of  course,  lieen  re-examined  (jn  account  of 
some  disease  or  defect.

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RESULTS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND 

TREATMENT. 

UNCLn:ANLIXESS. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Table  II.,  796  cases  of 
uncleanliness  were  reported  by  the  .School  Medical 
Inspectors.  Fhis  shews  an  increase  on  the  previous 
year’s  total,  which  was  524  cases.  d'he  increase  is 
partially  explained  b\’  the  greater  number  of  children 
e.xamined.  d'he  following*  up  of  these  cases  is  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  School  Nurses.  d'he  difficulty  in 
dealing  with  clironic  cases  of  uncleanliness  in  the  Rural 
Schools  is  great.  I'hreats  of  prosectition  are  often  of 
little  avail,  and  the  Authority  hesitate  to  take  such  steps, 
except  in  extreme  cases,  because  the  line  which  would 
be  impcvsed  results  in  less  money  Iteing  available  for  tlu^ 
purchase  of  food,  etc.,  for  the  famih',  and,  in  conse- 
(|uence,  the  cliildren  arc  the  innocent  sufferers.  Another 
difficult\'  to  be  overcon*ie  arises  from  the  fact  that  th(W(^ 
are  no  cleansing  stations  in  the  Area  to  which  children 
could  be  sent  for  treatment.  Fhe  Committe(a  h(,)wever, 
have  recently  made  arrangements  with  the  Guardians 
of  all  but  two  I^oor  Law  Institutions  for  the  use  of  their 
baths,  etc.,  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  ('hildren. 
So  far  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  advantage  of 
these  arrangements,  as,  in  three  cases,  the  threat  of 
compulsf)ry  cleansing  had  the  desired  effect.

ddie  standard  taken  for  defective  vision  is  6/18,  but, 
if  the  School  Medical  Insjiector  deems  it  advisable, 
chiklren  with  sight  not  so  defective  are  also  referred  for 
treatment. 
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l^ig'hlv-one  cliildren  were  sent  for  treatment  by  the 
bhast  Riclinq-  lulueation  AuthoritN^  to  an  Ophtlialmic 
Surp't'on,  and  in  50  of  these  eases  glasses  were  provided. 
Idle  Si  easies  lad'erred  to  were,  upon  (m(]iiirv,  found  to 
l.)e  children  whose  parents  were  unable  to  pay  the  cost 
entailed  in  obtaining  the  ne('essar\’  treatment.  I'he 
exj'ienses  incurred  bv  the  Authority  in  connection  with 
these  ('ases  was  /fSg  12s.  yd.,  which  gives  an  average 
cost  of  about  /A  os.  lod.  per  case. 

d'li(‘  arrangements  for  tlu'  treatment  b)'  the 
Iwhication  Authoritv  of  necessitous  children  are  the  same 
as  those  ot  last  year,  d'he  following  table  gives  the 
details  of  the  81  ('ases  assisted  bv  the  Authoritv  : —

vSome  of  tlu‘  castss  sent  for  treatment  are  incapalile 
of  being  ben(dited  to  an\^  great  (^xteni  bv  the  provision 
of  glasses,  with  tlie  result  that  sooner  or  later  the  children 
either  discard  tlu*  glasses  entir(d\^  or  do  not  wear  them 
regularhu  d he  treatment  of  such  cases  may  seem  a 
waste  of  mone\g  but  the  C'ommittee  have  the  satisfacti(')n 
of  knowing  that  thev  have  done  all  that  is  possible  for 
the  children.  In  a few  cases  of  defective  sight  glasses 
have  not  been  recommended  by  the  eve  specialist  in  vie\v 
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of  the  fact  that  the  children  were  nearing  the  age  for 
lea\dng  School  to  go  to  Agricultural  ^\ork,  where  the 
need  for  spectacles  does  not  arise. 

hxTERNAL  Eye  Disease. 

77  cases  of  external  eve  disease  were  reported  during 
the  \'ear.  I'lie  chief  defects  were  inllannnatir)n  of  the 
eyes,  and  eyelids.  All  such  c'ases  are  xa’sited  by  the 
School  Xurses,  and  in  some  cases  treated  l)^■  them. 
rw(j  cases  of  external  eye  disease  ^\ere  treatcxl  at 
Hospitals  at  the  expense  of  the  Ifducation  Atithority.

PROSECUTIONS. 

No  prosecutions  have  been  instituted  during  the 
vear  under  the  Children  Act,  1908,  but  proceedings  have 
been  taken  in  4 cases  against  the  [larents  of  dirl\’  and 
verminous  children  under  the  School  Attendance 
Bve- laves. 

In  one  case,  a line  of  including  costs  weas 

inflicted  ; in  another,  an  Attendance  Order  was  made 
and  defendant  ordered  to  pay  costs  (4'-),  and  also  to 
j3ay  if  the  Order  wars  not  complied  with  ; the  two 
remaining  cases  w^ere  adjourned  for  one  month,  and 
ultimateb'  withdrawn,  as  the  ('hildren  were  attending 
School  in  a clean  condition. 

The  Authority  also  took  proceedings  against  a 
mother,  who  assaulted  a School  Nurse  with  a poker 
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when  tlu'  Xurs('  visited  ilie  home  to  i;‘ive  advice  as  to 
(deansiim'  a (dtild.  ddu*  iiiother  ^^as  lined  /'Si  or  in 
default  1 month’s  impi'isonment . 

In  addiii(m,  the  Authority  dealt  satisfactorily  with 
two  old-standing'  c'ases  without  U\ctal  ])ro('eedings.  In 
one  of  thes(^  ('ases,  where  the  father  of  the  children 
coiu'crned  was  a deceased  ex-Service  man,  and  the 
mother,  who  had  r(‘-married,  was  drawing'  an  allowance 
for  the  children,  the  Authority  reported  the  condition  of 
the  children  to  the  Local  Wdir  Pcu'isions  C'on'imittee,  with 
the  result  that  the  children  weu'e  taken  to  a l^oor  Law 
institution,  and  the  allowance  transferred  from  the 
mother  to  the  Poor  Law  (iuardians.  In  the  other  case, 
in  conjunction  with  the  X.S.I^.CX'.,  arrangements  were 
made  with  the*  Local  Saniiarv  Authoritv  of  the  District 
to  disinfect  the  house  and  bedding,  and  for  the  children 
to  be  cleansed  at  the  Poor  Law  1 nstitutifm,  and  to  stay 
in  the  Institution  until  the  house  was  cleansed. 

OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

T he  need  of  OfM^n-air  I)av  Schools  hardlv  exists 
in  such  a rural  district  as  the  Last  Riding  of  Yorkshire, 
but,  when  the  weather  conditions  care  suitable,  classes 
are  nattirally  held  in  the  playground,  (]tiite  apart  from 
the  walks  which  have  to  be  undertaken  in  connection 
with  nattire  study.

I'he  Authoritv  have  not  provided  meals  for 
necessitous  or  other  cliildren.  They  have  assisted 
J.ocal  Manag'ers  working'  as  a voluntary  organisation 
bv^  the  provision  of  apparatus  and  payment  for  service 
at  Barlbv  and  (lilberdvke  vSchools  and  by  the  provision 
of  apparatus  onlv  at  Patrington. 

d'he  dinner  schemes  at  these  Schools  are  self-sup- 
porting, and  a varied  dietary  is  offered.

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

3,282  parents  were  j^resent  at  the  examination  of 
tlieir  children.  d'his  number  gi\'es  a percentage  of 
46.3,  which  compares  ver\'  favourable  with  39.9  per 
cent,  in  1919  and  36  ])er  cent,  in  1918. 

d'here  were  64  objections  to  the  examination  of 
individual  children,  compared  with  39  in  the  previous 
\-ear.  ( General Iv  speaking  tlie  parents  are  willing  to 
carrv  out  tlu^  advice  of  the  School  Medical  Inspectors, 
but  for  such  defects  as  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids 
and  defective  sig'ht  a number  of  replies  to  the 
Authorit\'’s  letter  are  rcx'eived  exprccssing  inabilitv  to 
provide  the  necessar^'  treatment  owing  to  the  expense. 
All  such  cases  are  incjuircxl  into  with  a vic'w  to  assistance 
being  given. 


CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

Prior  to  an  inspection  at  a School  the  Head  Teacher 
inserts  certain  details  such  as  the  height,  weight,  age, 
etc.,  of  a ('hild  u]:)on  the  medical  card,  and  thus  much 
time  is  saved  and  valuable  assistance  rendered  to  the 
Inspectors.  The  Head  dVacher  also  primarily  tests  the 
e^'esight  of  the  scholars  by  means  of  the  Snellen  Test 
C'ard.  As  already  mentioned,  thev  also  assist  consider- 
ablv  in  the  following  up  of  defects  found  at  the 
examination  and  use  their  inlluence  with  the  parents  to 
obtain  treatment  for  the  children. 
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CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

All  cases  of  appanail  ne^'lecl  in  which  no  iinprov^e- 
nu‘iU  can  he  secnia^d  hv  the  usual  chTorls  are  referred  to 
ihe  National  Sociel\’  for  the  Ur(‘venlion  of  Chaielty  to 
Cfhildren,  and  \’isils  h\’  an  Inspector  of  this  Society 
appear  to  have  a verv  sahilaio’  (h'fect.  Six  cases  were 
r(‘]')orted  diiriny  the  year  widi  satisfac'toiw  residts.

22  mental  defectives,  t deaf  and  dimib  ('hildren,  4 
epile}:)tic  ('hildrcm,  and  4 physical  defectives.  Seven  of 
the  mentalb'  detichent  c'hildren  were  reported  tc!  the 
Mental  neficn’encw  Act  C'ommittee  as  being  incapable  of 
receiving  benelit  from  instruction  in  a Special  School. 
In  six  c'ases  the*  parents  were*  unwilling  to  allow  their 
children  to  be  sent  awa^^  from  home.  Fhe  Ifducation 
Authority  sectired  places  in  instittitions  for  f(">tir  defecti\’e 
children  as  follc!ws  : —
